Croatia will buy 
for the PSL, 
says Gardiner

The new coach of a club which has won six major 
honors in the past two seasons has a lot to live up to. 


But John Gardiner, now re-instated as Essendon’s player-coach, has man- 
aged to take st all in his stride and even surpass the feat by leading the side to 
an Ampol Cup success over Philips League opposition. 


The players he has at his 
disposal certainly helped 
but it’s a fact that his 
coaching went a long way 
to bring the trophy to the 
club. 


Gardiner is loathe to 
discuss his methods. ‘‘We 
play a style similar to the 
Victorian side,” he con- 
cedes, “‘mainly because 
we have so Imany ‘players 
in the team, it ‘would be 
silly | to play any other 


Way. 


His victories over South 


Melbourne and Heidelberg 


in the semis and final were 
no co-incidence. He was\so 
confident of beating Hellas 
that days before the semi- 
final he was’ alréady’ fig- 
uring out his team plan‘for 
the final. ; 


i couldn! t Sta on the 
Thursday night; so I’spent 


some time working out _ 


what I was going ‘to do 
against Heidelberg in the 
final,” he reckons: 


“Tt wasn't so much beat- 
ing Hellas . . . They had to 
beat us I knew we'd get a 
goal somewhere along the 
line so it was a matter of 
Hellas having to take the 
initiative. 


“South's biggest prob- 
lem is getting an establish- 
ed team. They’ve got 11 in- 
dividuals — call them star 
individuals if you like — 
and I knew that just a little 
bit of teamwork on our 
part would be the key fac- 
tor.” 


The early season 
success has wetted the 
club's appetite for the 
Philips League but if that 
dream is to become a 
reality, Essendon must 
now prove themselves in 


the State League. And” 


that’s not going to be easy-< 


“Every match willbe a 
cup tie from now on be-’ 
cause every side will lift 
its game against Croatia 
and it wilt be hard to moti- 
vate my players along 
these lines,’’ agrees Gar- 
diner. 


“All the same, I can’t 
see any reason why we 
shouldn’t win the league. 
My job now is to ensure 
that there isn’t a bad start 
similar to last year. If 
everyone pulls his weight I 
will achieve that.” 


The Essendon coach 
expects Preston to again 
provide the main challenge 
for the title but the picture 
is far from clear at the mo- 
‘ment. 


“I expect Preston to do 
well, of course,” he says, 
“and I expect Juventus to 
buy a couple of players and 
do quite well, but I’m only 
guessing at this stage. I 
haven’t seen the likes of 


Green Gully play so it’s 
hard to know what to ex- 
pect, 


“The advantage we'll 
have is that there will be a 
bit of harmony in the team 
by the time the league 
starts,” 


Gardiner and J talked in 
the dressing rooms at 
Olympic Park after an Es- 
sendon training session. 
The players had trooped 
off one’ by one starting 
with Tommy Cumming 
Sporting the Cosmos No. 2 
shint €a distinct reminder 
of his encounter with Es- 
Kandarian) and finishing 
with Noef Mitten — a real 


Stickler at trying to make 


himself beautiful. 


‘L suggested to Gardiner 
he would find it hard to 
keep every-one happy but 
he disagrees that he’s gota 
big: squad. 


“We've got a number of 
youngsters who are ob- 
viously players for the 
future,” he sayd. 


“Ned Batinovic for 
example, was discovered 
last year and is now a 
member of the first team 
squad but he’s still only 
learning the game- 


“Mike Klarip is another. 
He was brought to the club 
as a player of potential 
who has never been coach- 
ed before, Because of his 
age, he alsois a player for 
the future. 


“ve decided I’m going 
to spend a bit of time 
making Steve Gojevic into 
@ better player and he’s 


_only 14 years old. 


“Dependent on injuries, 
these youngsters could be 
given an extended run but 
they will definitely be 
training with us. 


‘A lot, too, depends on 
the likes of Keith Adams. 
His long overseas trip 
means he’s not going to get 
into the tearm until he has 
proved his fitness, I’m 
going to have to go through 
a lot of work with him to 
establish that. 


“With these players 
around, we will not have to 
resort to placing players 
out of position as in pre- 
vious instances when we 
had to play Ken Murphy 
and Howard Andrews as 
fullbacks. 


“And unlike last year, 
when players held their 
spot no matter what their 
performance, the com- 
petition for places will put 
extra pressure on every- 
one to perform.”’ 


But what about Gar- 
diner himself? How long 
does he intend to keep 
playing? “I feel the stan- 


dard doesn’t warrant me 
to retire yet,” John replies 
with a grin, 


“I think I’m coaching 
before my time,’’ he adds; 
“I really didn’t want to 
coach this season because 
I’ve been doing it on and 
off for four years now and 
I wanted a break. 


“J just wanted to play 
and that’s the reason I was 
thinking of Spare ine 
clubs.”” 


Preston was the club 
offering’a new lease of life 
but Essendon’s*committee 
convinced Gardiner to stay 
with a “‘tremendous 
offer.’ Most of the players 
asked him to coach’ the 
side also and that is a situ- 
ation that® doesn’t “occtir 
too often in soccer. 

oh 


Daisies’ this, Gardiner a 


hasmot accepted the job in 
the true sense. “‘The only 
understanding we have is 
that I’ll be caretaker until 
#1 decide. The terms 
they’ve offered me are tre- 
mendous. but I haven’t ac- 
tually sat down and said 
“Fair enough, the job is 
mine, let’s draft up a con- 
tract’.”’ 


The possibility (somew- 
hat remote in view of the 
Ampoi Cup success) of 
being replaced as coach 
does not worry him. He is 
in fact aware that the club 
were at one stage inter- 
ested in engaging Len 
McKendry as the club’s su- 
premo. 


“The club can get who 
they want to be coach as 
long as he is a coach,” 
reasons Gardiner. ‘The 
Situation that would be 
hard to accept is running 
round the park just doing 
sprints and being told what 
to do instead of being 
coached.”’ 


Under McKendry the 
problem wouldn't have 
arisen because Gardiner 
has learned a great deal 
from McKendry, having 
played in the State squad 
as well as gained the 
senior coaching badge 
under him last year. He is 
now on McKendry’s coach- 
ing staff and, apart from 
conducting courses, he 
also gets to visit numerous 
schools and youth clubs to 
conduct training sessions 
or referee matches. - 


Since McKendry’s arri- 
val, a good number of 
players are attending 
coaching courses which is 
a healthy sign, according 
to Gardiner. 


“A player who has been 
through the game com- 
mands more respect in the 
coaching position. If he 
takes 2 coaching course 
and gains the knowledge, it 
would hold him in ever 
better stead,” he says. 


But does playing and 
coaching at the same time 
present probiems?

“Not really,’’ replies 
Gardiner. “The playing 
side is quite easy. The 
coaching side is a bit diffi- 
cult because naturally, I 
want to join in the session I 
put on. 


“Unfortunately, at this 
Stage, I've got to stand out 
to make sure the work is 
done. When the basis is 
done, there will be a time 
when I can join in.”’ 


His relationship with the 
players is a very good one. 
He is the boss during train- 
ing, ‘“‘but once it stops, I 
like to think I’m still one of 
the boys.”’ 


At 32 years of age, Gar- 
diner has now been one of 
the boys in Australia since 
the early seventies. His 
career is littered with 
honors starting with the 
Rothmans medal in 1971 
and 1972, while with 
George Cross. He first 
joined Essendon Lions in 
May 1976, helping them to 
promotion to the State 
League that same year. 


In 1977, he captained the 
side to the Ampo] Cup 
before moving to South 
Melbourne in a $10,000 ex- 
change deal. 


His stay at Hellas was 
an unhappy one. He made 
14 Philips League appear- 
ances but was dropped 


towards the end of the sea- 
son. 


“I don’t know whether I | 


could have played any 
better than I did,’’ he pon- 
ders, “I felt I was really 
trying to cover for other 
players on the park instead 
of being selfish like them 
and playing my own game. 


“‘There’s’no reason why 
I shouldn't still be playing 
there but some person in 
the club said I had to go 
and that was the end.”’ 


He returned to Essendon 
in early 1978 and was play- 
er/coach of the side which 
won its second successive 
Ampol Cup. He resigned 
from coach over ‘‘not 
seeing eye to eye’ with the 
committee but stayed on 
as a player and in the past 
two seasons was a 
member of the two 
championship sides. 


This season should see 
him soar to new heights in 
the coaching career and, 
confident as ever, he al- 
ready knows the players 
the club will need — and 
will get — when it achieves 
Philips League status. 


“We're a couple of 
players short of Philips 
League class but don’t ask 
me to name them. . 
coaches might hop on the 
bandwagon and try to get 
them before me.”’
